means  of  promoting  interest  in  his  writings  and  teachings;  to  main¬ 
tain  reading-rooms,  libraries,  branches  and  stations  for  reference 
and  study  of  such  writings  and  teachings  in  any  part  of  the  world; 
and  to  do  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  incidental  to  the  carry¬ 
ing  into  effect  of  the  foregoing  purposes  and  powers,  which  purposes 
and  powers  shall  be  exercised  without  any  pecuniary  profit  to  any 
officer,  member  or  employee  of  the  corporation  except  reasonable 
compensation  for  services  in  effecting  one  or  more  of  such  purposes 
or  powers.

Elected  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  Air.  Clarence  W.  Rodman,  who  offered  his 
resignation  from  the  Board  because  of  impaired  health.  Mr.  Rodman  had  been  elected 
Life  Member  and  Director  in  195 3.  His  resignation  from  the  Board  of  Directors  was 
regretfully  accepted,  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  May  13,  1963,  Air.  Vanderlip 
was  elected  to  the  vacancy. 
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PRESIDENT’S  REPORT 


The  acceleration  of  activity  noted  in  our  last  year’s  report  has 
continued,  occasioning  further  modernization  of  our  equipment  and 
procedures.  The  Foundation  Committees  have  loyally  shouldered  ad¬ 
ditional  burdens  and  all  Directors  and  staff  members  have  responded 
to  heavier  work-loads  in  a  manner  well  meriting  your  grateful  thanks. 

Colporteur  distribution  has  continued  to  grow  in  the  hands  of  an 
augmented  list  now  totalling  21  groups  and  individuals.  The  problems 
of  effective  Colporteur  advertising  have  been  under  study  and  analy¬ 
sis  with  some  interesting  results.  A  highlight  in  this  respect  was 
the  “Johnny  Appleseed  Campaign”  with  the  cooperation  of  Con¬ 
vention  and  General  Church  groups  in  Pittsburgh,  involving  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  “Dial-a-Sermon”  service  with  the  telephone  company. 
This  brought  over  9,000  telephone  calls  in  a  three  week  period,  and 
besides  a  goodly  number  of  new  readers,  a  readers  club  and  several 
New-Church  members.  It  also  motivated  a  private  donation  to  main¬ 
tain  the  service  another  month  which  continued  to  attract  between 
50  to  120  calls  daily. 

For  the  current  year  our  Committee  on  Work  For  The  Blind  has 
arranged  production  of  a  new  Talking  Book  of  Rev.  K.  R.  Alden’s 

City  of  God. 

During  the  period  we  made  the  final  payment  of  $1,000.00  on  a 
total  grant  of  $2,000.00  to  the  Swedenborg  Verlag,  Zurich,  for  print¬ 
ing  equipment,  and  $900.00  for  printing  Volume  III  of  the  new  German 
translation  of  True  Christian  Religion,  leaving  a  balance  of  $350.00 
still  to  be  used  from  a  total  grant  of  $3,000.00  for  this  purpose. 

We  have  agreed  to  match  the  contribution  of  the  Swedenborg 
Society,  London  —  approximately  $750.00  —  to  finance  publication  of 
a  new  Danish  translation  of  Heaven  and  Hell. 

The  Chinese  translation  of  My  Religion  was  published  and  dis¬ 
tributed  through  official  channels  in  Formosa.  We  have  budgeted 
$1,200.00  toward  the  completion  of  a  Chinese  translation  and  print¬ 
ing  of  Divine  Love  &  Wisdom  by  the  Swedenborg  Institute  of  Asia, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Charles  Chen,  who  is  currently  a  student 
at  the  New-Church  Theological  School  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 

In  Spanish,  we  now  have  available  modern  translations  of  The 
Digest  of  True  Christian  Religion,  Helen  Keller’s  My  Religion,  and 
Spalding’s  Introduction  to  Swedenborg' s  Religious  Thought,  along 
with  older  translations  of  several  other  titles  ready  for  publication  as 
soon  as  we  can  make  arrangements  with  a  publisher  possessing  ade¬ 
quate  Latin-American  distribution  facilities.  Work  is  proceeding  on  a 
new  Spanish  translation  of  Heaven  &  Hell. 
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In  Japan,  Rev.  Shiro  Torita  has  continued  his  translation  work 
and  publication  and  distribution  of  his  monthly  magazine  "The  New- 
Church”  with  modest  assistance  from  us.  Sets  of  the  Writings  have 
been  lodged  with  him  on  consignment.  Communications  from  inde¬ 
pendent  Japanese  clergymen  and  writers  testify  to  the  effectiveness 
of  his  efforts.  Several  sets  of  the  Writings  have  been  donated  to 
Swedenborgian  students  in  Korea. 

Our  Essay  Contest  at  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  was  con¬ 
cluded  with  the  submission  of  eight  essays  of  unusually  high  caliber 
on  The  Anatomy  of  Guilt  and  Forgiveness  as  seen  by  Swedenborg. 
A  new  contest  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Union  Theological 
Seminary  for  a  “repeat  performance”  is  underway;  the  topic  this  time 
being  Christian  Unity  as  Viewed  by  Swedenborg. 

The  current  series  of  "Faculty  Colloquies”  at  George  Washington 
University  under  a  grant  from  us  has  included  addresses  by  Dr. 
William  F.  Albright,  Biblical  Archeologist,  Professor  Emeritus  of 
Semitic  Languages  at  Johns  Hopkins  University  -  who  spoke  on 
"Archeology  and  Biblical  History”  —  Dr.  Paul  L.  Lehman,  Professor 
of  Divinity  and  Systematic  Theology  at  Harvard  Divinity  School  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary  —  who  spoke  on  “The  Decline  of  Con¬ 
science,”  —  Dr.  Samuel  Sandmel,  Provost  and  Professor  of  Bible 
and  Hellenistic  Literature,  Hebrew  Union  College,  Cincinnati  —  who 
spoke  on  “Judaism  and  Christianity  in  the  First  Christian  Century: 
Certainties  and  Uncertainties,”  —  and  Dr.  William  R.  Kintner 
(a  Swedenborgian),  Deputy  Director,  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Foreign  Policy  Research  Institute  —  who  will  speak  on  May  14th  on 
“Morality  and  Foreign  Policy.”  The  “Colloquies”  are  for  a  re¬ 
stricted  audience  of  the  George  Washington  University  Faculty  and 
leading  educational  and  religious  personalities  in  the  area.  When  in¬ 
troducing  the  speakers  at  the  Colloquies,  acknowledgement  of  in¬ 
debtedness  to  the  Foundation  for  its  support  is  made  by  the  presid¬ 
ing  officer. 

For  the  Johnny  Appleseed  Anniversary  broadcast  over  the  Mutual 
Network  last  September  we  had  been  unable  to  obtain  a  new  address 
from  an  outstanding  personality  and  used  a  repeat  of  the  address  of 
the  preceding  year  by  Dr.  Robert  Price.  Mail  response  was  dis¬ 
appointing  and  it  has  been  decided  to  drop  the  program  until  a  new 
and  more  promising  one  might  eventuate. 

On  behalf  of  the  Iungerich  Fund,  40,000  self-mailers  were  dis¬ 
patched  to  a  cross  section  of  the  Protestant  Clergy,  offering  10,000 
copies  of  The  Gist  of  Swedenborg.  About  2,200  requests  were  re¬ 
ceived.  With  each  of  these,  we  enclosed  another  self-mailer  offering 
other  selected  titles,  of  which  a  great  number  took  advantage. 
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5,000  copies  of  the  Swedenborg  Calendar  were  printed  featuring 
a  color  photograph  of  the  Bryn  Athyn  Cathedral.  We  were  disap¬ 
pointed  that  the  Board  of  the  Wayfarer’s  Chapel  felt  unable  to  al¬ 
locate  funds  on  that  occasion  for  their  usual  quota  of  5,000  copies 
for  their  own  distribution. 

The  demand  continues  for  copies  of  our  10,000  copy  reprint  of 
the  Christian  Herald  article,  Religious  Offbeat  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Earl 
L.  Douglass.  As  this  issue  has  been  exhausted,  a  second  reprint, 
with  some  rephrasing  of  text  of  the  article  and/or  our  slip-in  sheet 
is  under  consideration. 

The  clipping  service  of  The  Central  Feature  News,  Inc.  has 
forwarded  us  clippings  from  16  newspapers  and  magazines  which 
published  their  article  on  What  Is  a  Swedenborgian  (out  of  750  re¬ 
quests)  and  transcript  of  a  broadcast  over  three  radio  stations  based 
on  the  article.  We  have  received  also  6  additional  clippings  from 
news  media  using  the  later  article,  Towards  One  Church  (out  of  900 
requests).  They  continue  to  trickle  in  from  time  to  time. 

Review  copies  of  reprints  of  all  our  publications  are  sent  to 
Review  Editors  of  various  religious  publications  and  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  R.  R.  Bowker  Company  (publishers  of  the  trade 
catalog,  “Literary  Market  Place”)  for  book  listings  used  by  the 
trade  and  public  libraries.  This  has  brought  some  response. 

Of  our  Missionary  Edition,  Divine  Love  &  Wisdom  has  been  re¬ 
printed  in  the  new  size  and  modern  type  conforming  to  the  size  and 
format  adopted  for  Heaven  and  Hell  and  Divine  Providence. 

Our  distribution  arrangements  with  Paperback  publishers  con¬ 
cluded  with  reported  sales  by  them  of  approximately  18,500  copies 
of  My  Religion  and  19,000  copies  of  Heaven  &  Hell.  Due  to  the 
“one  shot”  policy  of  the  distributors  utilized  in  this  connection,  we 
are  endeavoring  to  make  arrangements  with  other  distributors  who 
might  be  willing  to  cooperate  with  us  on  a  continuing  basis.  The 
stock  of  our  News-stand  Edition  of  Heaven  &  Hell  has  been  ex¬ 
hausted.  We  still  have  about  2,000  copies  of  My  Religion  available. 
These  are  now  being  used  mainly  in  connection  with  Colporteur 
activities  and  exhibits  of  our  Helen  Keller  film,  which  has  had  7 
utilizations  during  the  period.  We  are  in  possession  of  the  plates  of 
both  the  above  News-stand  Edition  titles,  and  reprints  only  await 
conclusion  of  arrangements  with  new  distributors. 

Donations  of  our  Standard  Edition  sets  to  public  and  insti¬ 
tutional  libraries  has  been  at  a  record  pace.  During  the  year,  we 
have  offered  to  144  prison  libraries  selected  titles,  24  of  which  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  offer.  Investigation  as  to  the  readers  use  of 
donations  to  public  libraries  produced  disappointing  results,  and 
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we  are  continuing  our  analysis  of  more  productive  procedures  in 
this  respect. 

In  response  to  indications  of  growing  public  interest  by  retailers 
and  publishers  in  the  book  trade,  we  have  undertaken  to  have  a 
portion  of  each  reprint  of  the  more  popular  titles  of  our  Standard 
Edition  bound  in  attractive  cloth  binding  which  we  are  classifying 
as  our  "Trade  Binding,”  and  providing  with  colorful  dust  jackets. 
So  far,  only  Arcana  Coelestia,  1  and  True  Christian  Religion,  I  &  II 
are  available  in  this  binding.  To  the  regular  dark  green  cloth  bound 
volumes  previously  available,  we  are  applying  the  designation 
“Student  Binding.”  The  more  popular  collateral  titles  are  being 
given  the  same  treatment.  As  the  trade  requires  a  minimum  discount 
of  40%  from  list  price  and  we  are  finding  ourselves  obliged  to  re¬ 
cover  a  larger  percentage  of  our  printing  and  distribution  costs  these 
measures  will  entail  a  rather  substantial  upward  revision  in  the 
retail  list  prices  in  our  1964  Catalog  now  in  preparation.  As  far  as 
Church  book  distributors  are  affected,  these  increases  will  be 
largely  offset  by  the  larger  discount  offered.  While  we  regret  the  in¬ 
creased  costs  to  New  Church  individuals,  it  is  a  matter  of  competing 
for  the  public  interest  which  we  are  trying  to  foster.  We  are  in 
negotiation  with  a  prominent  publisher  operating  his  own  nationwide 
sales  force  and  public  relations  organization,  and  who  has  expressed 
interest  in  undertaking  wholesale  distribution  of  cloth  bound  Sweden- 
borgian  titles  —  both  the  Writings  and  collateral  literature  —  on  an 
exclusive  and  strictly  commercial  basis.  While  the  outcome  of  these 
measures  is  speculative,  the  most  experienced  advice  available  has 
encouraged  us  to  make  a  start  along  these  lines.  Counting  on  the 
loyal  cooperation  of  our  membership  and  other  well  wishers,  we  have 
felt  warranted  in  exploring  these  avenues  with  hope  of  good  success. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  American  New  Chruch  Tract 
and  Publication  Society  for  reprints  and  free  distribution  for  our  ac¬ 
count  of  the  pamphlet.  How  I  Would  Help  the  World  by  Helen  Keller, 
and  a  revised  edition  of  Tributes  under  the  new  title,  The  Impact 
of  Swedenborg, 

The  death  of  Jan  B.  Vlach  of  Prague  severed  our  last  contact 
with  the  groups  —  scattered  in  22  countries  —  of  Swedenborg  readers 
in  Esperanto. 

In  closing,  may  we  express  our  warm  appreciation  of  the  past 
services  of  Wertheim  Associates  with  whom  our  public  relations 
counselling  arrangement  expired  at  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year  on 
March  31st  last.

1.  Investments  are  carried  in  the  statement  of  net  assets  at  book 
amount  representing: 

(a)  Cost  as  to  bonds  (less  reserve  for  amortization  of  bond 
premiums),  stocks,  etc.,  purchased  in  the  open  market. 

(b)  Market  quotations  (estimated  in  some  cases  where  quotations 
were  not  available)  on  dates  of  acquisition  as  to  investments 
received  as  bequests. 

2.  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary  estate  of 
John  Hudson  Chambers  represented  by  assets  held  in  Canada. 
The  assets  are  distributable  under  the  terms  of  the  Will  after  the 
decease  of  certain  life  tenants.  Fixed  annuities  are  payable,  if 
earned,  to  various  beneficiaries  during  their  lifetime  from  the  in¬ 
come  of  the  major  portion  of  these  assets,  any  excess  of  income 
being  paid  to  the  residuary  legatees.  The  income  from  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  assets  is  shared  by  other  life  tenants  (or  their 
surviving  widows),  the  residuary  legatees  sharing  in  the  income 
in  the  ratio  of  the  deceased  life  tenants. 

3.  The  Foundation  has  received  certain  gifts  and  bequests  (in  addi¬ 
tion  to  a  $40,000.00  general  bequest) from  John  Ellis  as  follows:

•Tax  Deductible 
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Directions  for  the  Guidance  of  Persons  Desirous  of 
Making  Provisions  by  Will  for  the  Uses  of  the  Foundation 

It  is  the  safer  course  for  such  persons  to  consult  a  competent 
lawyer  of  the  State  where  the  property  may  be  limited.  Especially  is 
this  important  if  the  property  to  be  given  consists  of  real  estate. 
The  laws  of  more  than  one  State  provide  that  a  devise  of  land  situ¬ 
ated  within  that  State  cannot  be  made  directly  to  a  foreign  corporation 
for  charitable  uses  —  that  is,  cannot  be  made  to  such  a  corporation 
organized  or  situated  in  some  other  State  or  Country  than  the  State 
in  which  the  land  is  situated.  In  such  cases,  Form  4  (below)  should 
be  used.  In  several  States,  moreover,  no  such  devise  or  bequest  is 
good,  unless  a  certain  time  after  the  will  is  made  shall  elapse  be¬ 
fore  the  death  of  the  testator. 

It  is  impracticable  to  give  directions  which  will  be  in  conformity 
with  the  varying  statutes  of  all  the  States.  But  except  as  for  those 
States  whose  law  requires  a  certain  time  to  elapse  between  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  the  will  and  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  following  forms  are 
believed  to  be  respectively  sufficient: 

FORM  1 

Bequest  of  Money 

“I  give  and  bequeath  to  SWEDENBORG  FOUNDATION,  IN¬ 
CORPORATED,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
the  sum  of  dollars.” 


FORM  II 

Bequests  of  Notes,  Bonds,  etc, 

‘‘I  give  and  bequeath  to  SWEDENBORG  FOUNDATION,  IN¬ 
CORPORATED,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York.” 

(Here  describe  the  notes,  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  property  in¬ 
tended  to  be  given,  not  consisting  of  land  or  houses.) 

FORM  III 

Devise  of  Real  Estate 

Located  in  the  State  of  New  York,  whose  laws  permit  a  devise  to  be 
made  directly  to  this  Foundation;  and  also  adapted  to  a  devise 
of  land  in  any  State  whose  laws  may  permit  that  land  situated  in 
such  State  may  be  devised  to  charitable  or  benevolent  corpo  - 
rations  located  in  another  State  than  the  State  in  which  the  land 
is  situated. 
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“I  give  and  devise  to  SWEDENBORG  FOUNDATION,  INCORPO¬ 
RATED,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  to 
its  successors  and  assigns  forever,  all  that  certain” 

(Here  describe  the  real  estate  intended  to  be  given,  following,  if 
possible,  the  description  given  in  the  title  deed,  in  order  to  avoid 
uncertainty.) 


FORM  IV 

Devise  of  Real  Estate 

Located  not  within  the  State  of  New  York,  but  in  any  other  State 
whose  laws  do  not  permit  a  devise  of  land  to  be  made  directly  to 
a  corporation  for  charitable  uses  organized  or  situated  outside  of 
such  State. 

‘‘I  give  and  devise  to 

(Here  insert  names  of  trustees) 

all  that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  premises  with  the  appurte¬ 
nances,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

(Here  insert  the  description,  which,  if  practicable,  should  follow 
that  given  in  the  title  deed,  in  order  to  avoid  uncertainty.) 

IN  TRUST,  HOWEVER,  for  the  following  uses  and  purposes:  The 
said  Trustees  are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  sell  the  same  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  my  decease;  and  to  pay  over  the  net  pro¬ 
ceeds  thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  SWEDENBORG  FOUNDATION, 
INCORPORATED,  organized  under  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  for  the  use  of  said  Foundation  according  to  the  provisions  of 
its  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
York  affecting  the  powers  and  uses  of  said  Foundation.” 

FORM  V 

Bequest  of  Residue 

For  the  bequest  of  residue  estate,  after  payment  of  debts  and 
specific  legacies,  the  following  is  suggested: 

“All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate  of  which  I  may 
die  seized  and  possessed  or  to  which  I  may  be  entitled  at  the  time 
of  my  decease,  whether  real  or  personal  and  wheresoever  the  same 
may  be  situate,  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  unto  the  SWEDENBORG 
FOUNDATION,  INCORPORATED,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns 
forever.  ” 
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WHEN  YOU  PLAN  YOUR  GIFT  TO  THE  FOUNDATION,  CONSIDER 
THE  ADVANTAGES  OF  GIVING  SECURITIES. 


If  you  own  securities  that  have  appreciated  in  value,  you  can  benefit 
TWOFOLD  by  giving  your  securities  rather  than  cash. 


ADVANTAGES 

1.  You  own  stock  which  cost  you  $1,000. 

2.  And  is  now  worth  2,000. 

3.  And  represents  a  taxable  gain  (if  sold)  of  1,000. 

4.  The  tax  if  you  own  the  stock  for  more  than 

6  months,  is  250.00 


(if  owned  less  than  6  months,  the  tax  is  $500.) 

When  you  give  these  securities  to  the  FOUNDATION 

1.  You  can  deduct  the  current  value  of  the  stock,  $2,000.00(2  above) 
as  a  contribution  on  your  income  tax  return  if  it  does  not  exceed 
30%  of  your  adjusted  gross  income. 

2.  You  pay  no  Capital  Gains  Tax  (4  above). 

DO  NOT  sell  the  stock  in  your  own  name  or  you  will  be  liable  for 
Capital  Gains  Tax. 

DO  NOT  give  stocks  that  are  worth  less  than  they  cost  you.  This  is 
disadvantageous  to  you  tax-wise.  If  you  wish  to  dispose  of  such 
stocks,  you  should  sell  them  for  your  own  account  to  establish  a 
deductible  tax  loss,  and  make  your  contribution  by  check. 

PROCEDURE 

The  simplest,  safest  and  least  expensive  way  of  giving  securities 

to  the  FOUNDATION  is: 

1.  Deposit  the  Certificates  with  your  broker  or  bank  (endorsed  in 
blank  —  no  named  transferee,  to  avoid  delay  and  unnecessary 
expense)  for  the  account  of,  and  instructions  from,  the  Sweden¬ 
borg  Foundation. 

2.  Advise  us  immediately  and  we  will  handle  all  necessary  details 
to  complete  the  transaction  with  the  broker.

ALTERNATE  PROCEDURES 


A.  1.  Send  the  Certificates  without  endorsement  (therefore  not 

negotiable)  by  regular  First  Class  Mail,  with  instructions. 

2.  At  the  same  time,  in  a  separate  envelope,  by  regular  First 
Class  Mai  I,  send  a  Stock  Power  ( i . e. ,  T ransfer)  form,  executed 
in  blank  (no  named  transferee,  to  facilitate  handling),  with  a 
copy  of  the  instructions. 

3.  The  Certificate  remains  non-negotiobl e  until  it  is  joined 
with  the  Stock  Power  form  in  our  office. 

Note:  This  method  saves  the  trouble  and  expense  of  Registration, 
but  does  not  protect  against  the  difficulty  of  replacing  a  lost 
Certificate,  even  though  not  negotiable. 

B.  1.  Endorse  the  Stock  Certificates  in  blank  (no  named  transferee, 

to  avoid  delay). 

2.  Enclose  with  the  Certificates  your  name  and  address  and  the 
purpose  for  which  the  gift  is  being  made. 

3.  Send  Certificates  and  instructions  to  the  Swedenborg  Foun¬ 
dation,  150  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  11,  New  York  by  Regi s- 
tered  Mail  since  the  securities,  because  they  have  been 
endorsed,  are  now  negotiable. 

It  is  neither  necessary,  nor  desirable,  to  transfer  securities 
into  the  name  of  the  Swedenborg  Foundation.  By  following  one 
of  the  procedures  above,  the  transaction  can  be  completed 
with  a  minimum  of  time  and  expense. 

VALUATION 

The  effective  date  for  establishing  the  gift  value  of  the  stock  is  the 
day  it  passes  from  your  control.  For  example,  the  day  you  deposit 
the  securities  with  your  broker  and  advise  us.  The  value  is  the  mean 
between  the  high  and  low  quotation  on  that  day.  If  one  of  the  alterna¬ 
tive  procedures  is  chosen,  the  postmark  on  the  envelope  would  fix 
the  date.
